1 . Applicant's reply was received in the Office on 1 0/26/2006, which is after the 
expiration of the period for reply set in the last Office Action mailed on 6/26/2006. 
Therefore the applicant has been charged a 1 -month extension as required for the 
response. 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 32 filed 1 0/26/2006 is insufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 9 and 20 based upon 35 USC 1 12 1 st paragraph as set forth in 
the last Office action because: The declaration has not provided sufficient facts to 
support the applicants assertion. The supplied patent documentation provides support 
that a single patent measures seeds using a diameter, however, such a showing does 
not provide support that one of ordinary skill in the art would always measure the size of 
a seed by using the diameter. Additionally, such a showing does not support the 
applicant's argument that the phrase "size" is referred to "diameter" for ordinary skill in 
the art because it is a showing of a single patent documentation and not necessarily 
what is known or used in the art.
